The clinic,
wilth financial support at a local
lewel, is an experiment in Cali-
foynia and is being watched
wikth keen interest by state of-
fidials. It has proven sticcessful
to the point that nekt year the
services will be expanded from
ome day a week to several. This
will increase the maintenance
cost. Tt will also greatly increase
the number of persons the 'c]lnlc
can handle,

This service can be used by
anyone who applies. There ‘is
a waiting list except in case
of emergency. The cost for the
sarvice is based on the need
and the person pays only what
he can afford. The clinic may contact her.
